Bread made from rice 
flour may be a palatable re- 
ality if research is success- 
ful at the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Western 
Research Laboratory in Al- 
bany: 

That is the word from 
Maura Bean, a Berkeleyan 
and a food technologist in 
charge of the baked pro- 
ducts section of rice re- 
search-at the USDA lab. 

In outlining work with 
rice, Ms. Bean was joined by 
Kazuko Nishita, Albany, 
who began developing rice 
bread at the lab, and by 
Carol Cowee, Pleasanton, 
public member alternate of 
the California Rice Re- 
search Council. 

“Although California 
probably is better known for 
its fruit and vegetables,” 
said Mrs. Cowee, “‘our state 
ranks second in the United 
States in production of rice, 
which is ninth among all ag- 
Ticultural commodities in 
California. 

Ms. Bean noted: ‘‘De- 
velopment of rice flour 
bread for home use still is in 
the experimental stage, but 
we hope to interest a firm in 
its commercial production 
by early 1977, and thus make 
it available to consumers.”’ 

Rice flour could be a boon 
to people who must exclude 
wheat products from their 
diets, and it would also offer 
an alternative, 

Ms. Bean told of work in 
progress: 

“The ongoing rice re-

search program also con- 
cerns finding better ways to 
millrice, which would make 
the product work better, re- 
cucie: the stickiness of rice 
to make it more acceptable 
to Americans. Orientals 
usually like the sticky types 
of rice which make eating 
with chopsticks easier, but 
others prefer separate 
grains. 

“We strive to learn how to 
get maximum protein value 
in rice for human consump- 
tion and also are experi- 
menting here with soy flours 
and with development of 
high protein wheat flour 
blends which the govern- 
ment purchases for export 
to underdeveloped: coun- 
tries of the world which need 
supplementary food,” Ms. 
Bean explained. 

“T am, of course, most 
concerned with our discov- 


ery of new uses for rice flour 


and development of baked 
goods, and find it satisfying 
to hear from. people who 
have been able to test some 
of our products, such as the 
letter from a man whose al- 
lergies kept him from eating 
bread for many years, until 
he was able to try rice 
bread,” Ms. Bean said. 

A native Californian who 
comes from the Central Val- 
ley and has a B.S. from Uni- 
versity of California, Ber- 
keley, Kazuko Nishita of Al-

ALBANY — New adult 
book stores, pornographic 
movies. and massage. par- 
lors are banned in Albany 
for a period of four months. 

During this time the city 
plans to develop a zoning 
control law which will keep 
porno-peddling away from 
residential areas. 

The. city council Monday 
passed an emergency ordi- 
nance, placing a 
‘moritorium on any issuance 
of permits or licenses to 
porno operations, upon re- 
uest of Police Chief James 
immons. 

City Attorney Lawrence 
Saler told the council the 
latest court. decisions allow 
overning bodies to pass 
aws establishing zones for 
porno activities, which 
would keep them a 
minimum distance from re- 
sidential areas. 

Cities such as Oakland 
have adopted such laws. 
Some cities have set 1,000 
feet as the minimum dis- 
tance, said Saler. 

It was indicated that the 
emergency measure, effec- 
tive immediately, was 
necessary due to’a recent 
application for an adult 
book store and motion pic- 
ture “pee show” on San 
Pablo Avenue, near Solano 
Avenue.
